Details: Since 1972, the Rainbow Family of Living Light has held 

annual gatherings on National Forest lands. Members of the Rainbow 
Family describe themselves as a loosely structured group of people 
who gather on national forests to pray for peace, honor Mother Earth, 
and discuss political and environmental issues. Attendance at the 
gatherings has swelled from 6,000 in the early years to over 20,000 
in 2000, and down to approximately 10,000 participants at last year's 
gathering in the Wasatch-Cache National Forest in Utah. Attendees 
typically represent a variety of political and social persuasions to 
include Environmental and Animal rights groups along with transient 
Anarchists. However, in recent years the demographics of the 
participants has changed to a much younger group who come primarily 
to party. Violence, drug use and vandalism continue to increase at 
the gatherings and the U.S. Forest Service each year places a Crisis 
Response Team on-site to respond to any unlawful activity.

SSA | 1 advised that at the conclusion of the National 

Rainbow gathering in Utah, the Rainbow Family Council voted to have 
the 2004 National gathering on National Forest land in the Great 
Basin area. The Great Basin stretches across Western Utah, through 
Nevada, and into Eastern California. A hot, dry, mainly desert area, 
the Great Basin includes California's Mojave Desert, Death Valley, 
and Utah's Bonneville Salt Flats. 


As is their custom, the Rainbow Family Council will not 
select the exact location for the gathering until a few weeks before 
the gathering, which is annually scheduled from July 1st to 7th. The 
Rainbow Family Spring Council is expected to meet on 6/7/04 to select 
the specific site in the Great Basin area for the gathering and will 
announce it on their website, www.welcomehome.org, shortly before the 
actual gathering. 

Prior to the Spring Council, a small group meets to scout 
sites for the actual gathering location. Historically, the location 
of this planning meeting is near where the actual gathering will take 
place, and this year's planning meeting was held approximately 25 
miles East of Oroville, CA. 

SSA | 1 did not request FBI resources to support the on- 
site law enforcement effort, but was nevertheless concerned about the 
possibility of DT activity due to the political ideology of some of 
the attendees. This information is being provided to receiving field 
offices at this time due to the last-minute announcement of the 
actual gathering location.
